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A clip includes a body (10) and an opening (14) within the body and in which, in use, a part of a plant can engage. A 
slot (19). which is of doglegged configuration, extends between the opening (14) and an edge (17) of the body (10). 
The body (10) can be coupled to a means for providing support to the plant or part of the plant by a second opening 
(13) for which a slot (18) extends from an opposite edge (17) of the body (10). 
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
